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the failure 


We hear a great deal of meaningless chatter about what can 
be done to effect changes in sodomy laws throughout America. 
There is a notion that these changes can somehow come about 
through picketing, negotiations, letter writing, "informa- 
tion" programs, church councils, ad infinitum. 

Nothing could be further from the truth, 

The sentiment is expressed that support of informed citi- 
zens must be incorporated to add weight to the movement, It 
is suspected that enough of this Doctor and Lawyer Window- 
dressing will bend recalcitrant Legislatures to a point of 
reason. 

Nothing, again, could be further from the truth. 

To date, all efforts of the homophile movement and others 
concerned with sex law reform have been virtually without 
meaning to Legislatures and there is no reason to suspect 
that this state will change in the future, near or distant. 

The failure of previous methods has not been a lack of 
good intentioned leaders or in selecting high quality window 
dressing, but in setting an impossible goal in an unreasona- 
ble fashion, Few elected legislators are willing to risk a 
bran? as one who advocates perversion or, as a member of the 
British House of Lords just put it, approving "the Devil's 
work." Further, there is no reason to assume that these 
bodies could ever be in sympathy with the cause and the Ro- 
man Catholic Church has made it clear that it intends to do 
everything in its vast power to prevent liberal revision. 

It must be understood that law reform will not be effectu- 
ated through the State Legislatures. Those who doubt the 
validity of this position need look no further than the re- 
cent actions in New York and North Carolina. 

Qur position, however, is far fron laissez faire. We see 
the solution within the Federal Court system, with the Su- 
preme Court as the final voice. The Connecticut birth con- 
trol decision points the way--invasion of privacy. Clear 
appreciation of the value of Church-State separation is an- 
other. 

Many diverse factors determine which cases lend themselves 
to this kind of battle, but the Jams Society of America is 
ready to provide financial and legal support to individuals 
in any State whose cases can help establish these needed 
precedents. 

(By coincidence, the Court of Appeals released its decis- 
ion in Scott v. Macy as we were going to press. A careful 
study of this landmark appears on page 26.)

LONDON 

In a not too surprising role 
switch, the House of Lords ap- 
proved, in principle, the re- 
commendations of the Wolfenden 
Committee that private, adult 
homosexual acts no longer be 
considered criminal and the 
House of Commons refused to 
entertain the issue. 

The traditionally conserva- 
tive upper house is immune to 
the pressures of the elector- 
ate (all seats are either ap- 
pointed or inherited), but the 
more liberal lower house is 
not only directly elected, but 
probably faces such an elec- 
tion within months. 

However, the passage of the 
recommendations seems a virtu- 
al inevitability as the margin 
of defeat in Commons was small 
(178 to 159) and Lords over- 
whelmingly (94 to 49) support- 
ed the measure. 

The Lords debate saw one or 
two monumental juxtapositions 
with the current Marquess of 
Queensbury speaking and voting 
for the bill (his great-grand 


father, the 9th Marquess, was 


instrumental in Oscar Wilde's 


downfall), and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Dr. Arthur M. 
Ramsay, also supported while 
the ex-Boy Scout Chief stood 
against it.

CHICAGO 

The Hull House film festival 
presented four films by Ken- 
neth Anger including the 31 
minute Scorpio Rising.

Attempts 
at censoring the film were a- 
borted several places, includ- 
ing San Francisco and Boston.

ankles.

The Janus Society cf America 
announced the formation of an 
all honosecual therapy group 
with the Institute for Ration- 
al Living as co-sponsor.

WASHINGTON 

A small group of men and 
women picketed the White House 
protesting what one of their 
signs referred to as "Federal 
Treatment of 15 Million U.S. 
Homosexuals." 

The Associated Press called 
the group "neatly dressed," 
and the ABC Television Network 
covered the event as a bit of 
oddity. 

According to homophile nove- 
ment spokesmen, this was the 
first such demonstration ever 
to achieve national coverage 
by both a major press service 
and television network. 

The picketing was coordina- 
ted by the Mattachine Society 
of Washington. 

The State Department in 1964 
"uncovered" 46 so-called se~ 
curity risks, 32 of them char— 
ged with being homosexual. 

ALL 46 resigned from thetr 
obs. 

Among the alleged homoceau- 
als was a Foreign Service of- 
ficer with the grade of FS0-2, 
where salary and allowances 
vange up to $25,000 a year.

DETROIT 


Fears by white males of Ne- 
gro men having greater potency 
have imprisoned both the Amer- 
ican white women and the Negro 
claims Emory G. Davis of Negro 
Press International. 

Davis quoted a University of 
Oklahoma professor as saying: 
"A common Southern myth has it 


that a white woman who mates 
with a Negro will never be 
satisfied with a white man a- 
gain. As this superstition 
Suggests, many whites deeply 
hate the idea of contact be- 
tween the Negro male and the 
white female." 

"In actuality" says Davis, 
"factors such as frustration, 


poverty and broken hones more 
often cause Negro males to be 
passive and impotent and turn 
to drugs, alcohol or homosexu- 


ality." 
NEW YORK 

Albany: After what the New 
York Times called "intricate 
maneuvering" the N.Y. Assembly 
Killed a provision that would 
have removed the criminal san- 
ctions from private, consent- 
ual homosexual acts. 

On May 27, Assemblyman Rich- 
are J. Bartlett announced that 
the plans to abolish sodomy as 
acrime in New York had been 
dropped, but on June 3 the en- 
tire Model Penal Code, includ- 
ing the provision to remove 
the criminal sanctions from 
sodomy, was passed by an over- 
whelming 113 to 17. 

Imnediately after this vote, 
Assemblyman Julius Volker in- 
troduced two additional biils, 


one each to reinstate sodomy 
and adultery as crimes. The 
adultery amendment fell short 


of passing by three votes, but 


whe sodomy provision was ac- 
cepted by another overwhelming 
majority of 115 to 16. 

The Senate must now consider 
the measures but informed per- 
sons indicate there is little 
chance of any substantive var- 
iance. 

The Code must go the Gov- 
ernor and he will have the op- 
tion of accepting or rejecting 
the sodomy amendment, though 
Bartlett, who was among the 
group for the elimination of 


sodomy as a crime, indicates 
he will urge Rockefeller to 
sign the bill and the amend- 
ment. 


Later, outside the Assembly 
Chamber, Bartlett voicing dis- 
appointment on the passage of 
the Volker amendment announced 
that whatever the ultimate re- 
sults, "there'll be no changes 
in practices." (See Editorial) 

The State Legislature also 
passed an anti-obscenity bill 
directed specifically at the 
sale of certain kinds of pub- 
Lications to minors. 

Informed analysts consider 
the new bill well constmuated, 
though they predict that it 
will eventually meet its death 
in the courts. 


New York City: John V. Lind- 
say, the Republican Congress- 
man fighting an uphill battle 
to unseat the firmly entrench- 
ed Manhattan democrats, was 
the only member of either par- 
ty in the U. S. House of Rep- 
resentatives to vote against a 


bill allowing the Postmaster 
General to impound so-called 
obscene material. "Lindsay 


has an overpowering sense of 
due process," claim colleagues 
and he voted against HR 5990, 
the bill designed to kill the 
Mattachine Society of Washing- 
ton. (DRUM, Oct.)

€. (for Carl) Vincent Welty had what was probably one of 
the largest private erotica collections in the United States 
but in mid- April his home in a Kalamazoo suburb was raided 
by the Sheriff's office and some 20,000 photographs, motion 
pictures, stories and paintings were impounded. Welty now 
faces trial on three counts: gross indecency, corrupting the 
morals of a minor and possessing pornography. 

Newspaper reports claim that an unidentified man driving a 
gold Cadillac brought an underage youth to Welty's home and 
it has been testified that Welty engaged the boy in homosex- 
wal acts and gave hin pornographic pictures. Later, the 
parents of the youth allegedly found the photographs and re- 
ported the incident to the police. 

According to a television spectacular on the raid itself, 
the teenager was then dispatched to Welty's home where he 
was again given obscene photographs and Welty again enticed 
him into a homosexual act while the police sat in wait a few 
blocks away. 

All attendant publicity on the affair seems to be calcula- 
ted to paint Welty as the leader of a well organized 'in- 
ternational vice ring’ bent on every kind of wicked perver- 
sion known to mankind. Welty's tastefully and well decorat- 
ed home has been described as a "palatial mansion," further- 
ing the notion that the "ring" was a highly profitable ven- 
ture. 


Evidence 

In truth, there is considerable evidence to indicate that 
Welty was preparing to meet friends for supper when the 
youth arrived and "practically begged" for pictures so that 
he might sell them. It has been confirmed that the teenager 
was well known in the areas of Grand Rapids frequented by 
male hustlers, and Welty flatly denies ever giving the boy 
photographs or participating in a homosexual act with him. 

It is uncertain at this point how the youth obtained the 
incriminating items (two so-called French playing cards 
showing heterosexual sex acts), but there is suspicion that 
he found them while Welty was in another room. 

Welty has accurately stated: "Some persons are prepared to 
believe only sordid details and will not accept anything 
less. This segment of the public's imagination will have it 
that I seduced this virgin youth through corrupting porno- 
graphy and statements by me to the contrary only reinforce 
the previously established opinions." 

As it stands, this particular aspect of the case appears 
to rest on flimsy grounds and, unless sone presently unknown 
and startling information is later introduced, it will prob- 
ably fall. 


Unconstitutional ity 
The chief concern is the Michigan obscenity laws which 
make mere possession of various, undefined items unlawful, 
and the collector of such items subject to criminal sanc- 
tions. Within the last few years, a similar Michigan stat- 
ute was declared unconstitutional and thereafter rewritten,

aa, 
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put there is considerable doubt that any such law, no matter 
how it is written, can be upheld today in a Constitutional- 
ity test. 

Welty's case might prove to be a landmark. His collection 
encompassed material from the most sophisticated art to the 
most direct photographic sexual representations. Assuming 
defeats in lower courts (and on the local level, these are 
almost foregone conclusions) the case will have to go into 
the Federal Court System and, possibly, onto the Supreme 
Court for final review. 


DRUM: Since the raid, it has been widely circulated that you 
were in the business of selling pornography for profit, and 
you have denied the allegation. If profit was not your mo- 
tivation for amassing so extensive a collection, what was? 
WELTY: The compulsion to collect, When I was a small boy, 
I collected pretty stones, old snail shells and dead bugs, 
but one gets bored with snakes and turtle shells. Being a 
packrat and a squirrel, 1 found other things to collect. I 
moved into the stamp business. 

Look, I'm only 50 years old and I have filled this four 
story building, 40' square with every kind of crap, crud and 
corruption. Some of it is valuable and some of it isn't 
worth burning, even. This is a compulsion to collect. 

Starting 
DRUM: How did you get started on your collection of erotica? 
WELTY: Two men in Kalamazoo had this small gift shop and it 
seems like in the 80's and 90's travelling salesmen would 
favor their selected clients by furnishing them with pic- 
tures, maybe one every trip. Like: "Here, boy, you bought 
my merchandise, here's a goody." 

These two had accumulated a small stack of photos which 
fascinated the hell out of me and, finally, when they went 
out of business in 1941 while I was in the Army, they called 
a friend of mine and asked him to hold them forme. My 
friend took them, knowing perfectly well that I would have 
scalped him if he hadn't. He no sooner had them in his 
hands than he began to shiver and shake because of the pos- 
sibility of danger and he told me later that he almost burn- 
ed them. Then he thought of a safety vault and when I came 
home from the Army, he couldn't get them out fast enough. He 
was sure they were going to melt the concrete or steel. 

The photos were in sepiatone (they all were in those days) 
and from the 1880's. French or German girls with bouffant 
bonnets, ruffles on their skirts, underskirts and petticoats 
and this was the beginning of the collection. I paid $8 for 
the beautiful blue, gold-tooled album I mounted them in. 

Trunks ful 
DRUM: A€ter this simple beginning, how did you add to it? 
WELTY: It gained its own momentum. Once it was known that a 
nucleus of a collection exists, trunksful were delivered to 
this house unsolicited. Sometimes they feel the heat, ima- 
gined or real, sometimes they are in trouble with their lov- 
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ers, wives, sweethearts or what have you, and for what ever 
reason they decide not to keep this material in their own 
possession. They just came with packets and asked if I want- 
ed any of it. 

In former years I did a great deal of entertaining and I 
knew a wide circle of people. Some travel to Mexico, Havana 
and other places throughout the world renowned for the a- 
vailability of erotica. Tiajuana is one point. All the 
sailors do is go-a few miles across the border and they can 
get all they want. 

Japan abounds with sex stores. In Tokyo, I saw this rub- 
ber gismo called The Travelling Man's Companion. It's lined 
with little pieces of rubber and you fill it with warm water 
coat it with Vaseline and go to town, 

There was this one book called Gay Boy in Hollywood. Ter- 
rific story. I still would like to have it, but they were 
sold out. They said if I would come back in six months or 
so, they would have reprints of it. 

At the time the Customs officials wouldn't touch the Kama 
Sutra or Fanny Hill without rubber gloves, travellers had 
brought back copies as rare additions to the collection. 

One friend brought back a whole load fron Tiajuana in this 
four door Buick. The back seat was filled with plunder just 
covered with tennis rackets and dirty tee shirts. When 
this delightful borderguard looked into the car and saw this 
idiot, mid-West farmer who had gone south for his kicks, he 
mugt have thought he would come back with a good case of 
Mexican gonorrhea and he looked into this back seat full of 
rubbish covering the goodies, he just said: "Anything in the 
trunk?" 

NINo ."" 
Fruit or vegetables?" 
"Nope." 

That was it. 

I had stuff from Canada, England and India. 

Favorites 

DRUM: Which were your favorites? 
WELTY: Two Ceylonese boys. One had no pubic hair, but had 
a considerable penis. They were making love in this unaf- 
fected, warm, smiling way, lying on woven cocoa mats. The 
other boy is somewhat older and has quite a thatch of hair. 
There's this one delightful picture where they are lying on 
their sides and the older boy is performing sodomy on the 
younger boy. The seraphic expression on the face of the 
younger boy! Just this blissful, happy, wonderful expres- 
sion and, of course, the older boy who is performing this 
horrible crime has quite a seraphic expression on his face, 
too. . 

The pictures were taken by an Englishman who was obviously 
a photographer of the first rank, using equipment of superi- 
or quality. The photos were not only exceptional in their 
clarity and brilliance, but their mood and the beauty of the 
subjects. They were undoubtedly the (Continued on page 29)

Should I tell my straight friends I am gay? 


The answer depends on your 
motive for telling them and 
the character of your friends. 
There is little reason to see 
being homosexual as extraor- 
dinary in the sense of making 
special announcements. No one 
makes "news" over being heter- 
osexual (unless, perhaps, he 
isn't too sure of it.) And no 
one needs to make headlines a- 
bout being gay. If you feel 
you must, the important ques- 
tion is not over your sexual 
interest but why must you con- 
sider being gay so special. 

You may feel guilty about 
bout it. 

Treating your homosexuality 
as natural and a source of 
pleasure for you is the key to 
having others treat it in the 
same way. If the question of 
your sexual practices arises 
with friends, your attitudes 
toward them may serve as a 
model.for them. Unless there 
is some reason for expediency, 
such as your being certain 
that your secret would cause 
trouble, don't avoid the issue 
but don't make an issue over 
it. Be natural. Believe in 
yourself and in your right to 
your private life-- but do so 
without militance. 

Be considerate of the feel- 
ings (which are sometimes un- 
certain) others have about gay 
people and about information 
(which is usually faulty) they 
have about them.

Pretending you are straight, 
when you don't have to, places 
a damaging burden on yourself 
and may deteriorate your rela- 
tions with others. The burden 
of secrecy over an important 
part of your life may tend to 


promote neurotic effects and 
may place you in the kind of 
defensive "wishy-washy" posi~ 


tion which others recognize 
and may use to demote you. 
There are many persons who 
will respect you more for be- 
ing an honest homosexual than 
adeceptive one. There are, 
of course, exceptions and you 


must judge each case by its 
own merits. 

As an added special bonus 
for integrity in this area, 


the public image of homosexual 
people will be aided. People 
are prone to accept the values 
an individual or a group holds 
for itself. Deception and a- 
pologies from homosexual per- 
sons will continue public  0- 
pinion that there is indeed 
something unpleasantly differ- 
ent about being | homosexual. 
Honesty and genuine. desire to 
be more integrated’ with socie- 
ty can help eradicate such re- 
sistance. 

Be teasonable about your ho- 
mosexuality and you will re- 
duce the bad effects that may 
come from leading a double 
life--and help, as well, to 
reduce the need for secrecy

As the editor of two hono- 
sexual magazines, Hos in Dan- 
ish and Amigo in German and 
English (neither of which is 
available in the U.S. as they 
contain frontal nude photos), 
I come in contact with a large 
number of homosexuals every 
year. Of course it is quite 
seldom that I meet my readers 
in person, but, nevertheless, 
I have got a certain impres- 
sion of the average Danish ho- 
mosexual and the conditions 
under which he lives. The im- 
pression is based upon piles 
of letters from the readers to 
the general editorial offices 
and, in spite of the little 
direct contact with individual 
readers, I consider this some- 
what vague impression of "my" 
readers as a more or less gen- 


uine picture of the average 
homosexual in Denmark. 
Foreign tourists visiting 
Denmark usually come with a 
“tailored-to-measure'’ impres- 
sion of Denmark. Those speak- 
ing English--and especially 


the Americans--always have an 
advance opinion of Denmark and 
the Danish homosexuals, picked 
up from more or less reliable 
friends! vivid descriptions of 
the conditions for homosexuals 
over here (Man, Copenhagen is 
a fatry tail.") Americans us- 
ually expect to find Copenhag- 
en another Sodom and some are 
thrilled at the very thought 
of being raped on the spot as 
soon as the plane has landed 
at Kastrup Airport. I hate to 
deprive the coming American 
tourists of their fantasy that 


in this field seems to know no 
bounds, but Copenhagen is, as 
far as honosexuals are con- 
cerned, a city like many other 
cities with 1,500,000 inhabi- 
tants. It is perfectly true 
that we are far more free and 
open about the subject; and it 
is also true that it is per- 
fectly legal not only to be a 
homosexual, but to practice 
homosexual acts (as long as 
minors are not involved). But, 
on the other hand, it is sheer 
nonsense that the gay bars ar- 
range wild mass orgies to a- 
muse the tourists! The rumors 
about the Copenhagen night 
life are soaked in more redhot 
fantasy than even the wildest 
pornographic novel. It is, by 
the way, amusing to us Danes 
to hear what foreigners expect 


us to be like. 
We have 7 or 8 gay spots in 
Copenhagen, ranging from an 


exclusive bar (named The House 
of Wax for obvious reasons) 
and peopled by intellectuals 
and would-be intellectuals, on 
down to a small pub whose nick 


name the strict American laws 
forbid me to mention, In this 
pub you will find almost any 


category of homosexuals and no 
sexual wish is too extreme or 
too bizarre to be fulfilled 
here. 

Yes, we also have hustlers 
over here, repellent youths 
with an intelligence like an 
average Neanderthal man and a 
sense of moral values like an 
oyster. I regret to confess I 
have no idea about the price 
they charge, but their service 
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is said to be pretty bad. Be- 
sides, they will probably rob 
the cream out of your coffee 
if they can get away with it. 
If, however, you should be 
tempted by one of the hustlers 
(miracles still happen, you 
know) and he tries to steal a- 
nything from you, there is on- 
ly one thing to do--scream for 


the police. You will find the 
police very helpful in these 
matters. 


It might be added that none 


of the gay bars in Copenhagen 
has ever been raided by the 
police. Your sexual inclina- 


tion is a matter of privacy. 
No one would dream of inter- 
fering with it. 

In the bars over here, the 
price for beer is 3.00 kroner, 
40¢, and if you have the men- 
tal courage to stick to one 
beer only, you can stay all e- 
vening and night without hav- 
ing any gloomy glances from 
Princess Mixer behind the bar. 
An "Appolinaris", which is no- 
thing but plain water with 
carbonic acid added and so 
does good old fashioned Ameri- 
ean Coca-Cola; and it has the 
same taste--someplace between 
mould and old paint. You can- 
not order whisky, gin, or any 
other similar spirits unless 
your trunks are filled with 
green dollar bills. 

Most of the bars open about 
9 P.M. and are open to 5 A.M., 
while others open at 5 A.N. 
and remain open to 12 at night 
which means, theoretically, 
you can spend your entire life 
in a gay bar over here. 

Americans are quite popular 
here in Denmark, probably be- 
cause they bring us a taste of 
Brando and Steve Reeves--or at 
least the Danes think so. 

Since most Danes understand 
at least some English, the ev- 
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entual conversation seldom 
brings any problems. Tf you 
speak a little German, it can 

speed up matters, and, if you 
are going to stay here for 
some time, you will find that 
the Danish language is not to- 
tally different from English. 

What are Danish homosexuals 
like? I hope that I an com- 
pletely objective and not too 
pretentious when I say that it 
is very rare that you meet any 
screaming swishes in Denmark, 
and that the average honosexu- 
al neither suffers from any 
effeminate characteristic or 
any other overwhelming inferi- 
ority complexes. 

Blond Vikings 

On the other hand, a big, 
butch blond Viking is not in 
every window (which seems to 
disappoint many Americans) and 
if you happen to run across 
one of these manifestations of 
the wild, primitive sex urge, 
he is most likely either bi- 
sexual or heterosexual, Many 
heterosexuals, by the way, are 
not completely unaffected by 
the virile charm of a foreig- 
ner, especially if the for- 
eigner happens to be colored. 
Negroes are highly appreciated 
here and racial barriers are 
virtually unknown. 

Americans visiting Copenha- 
gen usually bring back stacks 
of Danish homosexual magazines 
in spite of the fact they know 
little or nothing of the Dan- 
ish text. The reasons are, of 
course, the pictures. It is 
fully legal to publish a front 


nude in Scandinavia. Here, 
the homosexual press does not 
create ary sensation, simply 


because there is nothing sen- 
sational about a nude rian. 

By the way, priapists will 
be thrilled to know that color 
slides showing very nude young 


and news- 


men in book 
stands in Denmark, but it must 
be added that the artistic va- 
lue is questionable. 

Many foreigners have asked 
me about the official--er--o- 
pen air mass orgy place in Co- 


shops 


penhagen and if it exists at 
all. Yes, it does. In a cer- 
tain spot in the neighborhood 
of Copenhagen hundreds of ho- 
mosexuals meet during summer 
nights to indulge in doubtful 
pleasures in pitch black sur- 
roundings. Due to the dark- 
ness of the place, it is a 
true paradise for Draculas and 
Frankensteins and you have a 
99% chance of bringing home a 
nice case of venereal disease 
as a souvenir of "Wonderful 
Copenhagen." So, when anyone 
asks me where it is and how to 
get there, my mouth is closed 
with the famous seven seal. 
The Danish magazines have 
pages and pages of personal 
advertisements, the gay bars 
are open day and night and the 
saunas and hotels are open to 


welcome any homosexual. 

You will feel at home in 
Copenhagen on the strict con- 
dition that you expect to find 
the Danes a people like every- 
one else, only a little more 
objective in sexual matters. 
But we are not so gay that we 
have replaced the Little Mer- 
maid with a butch mermaid, and 
the spire of Bourse still con- 
sists of three twined snakes 
and not a stylized erection. 

We do have some blond, blue- 
eyed Vikings and (if you go 
for the small wares dept.) al- 
so a great many slim, passive, 
boyish youths. 

Still Copenhagen has attrac- 
tions other than the male ones 
and I hope the upper half of 
you will enjoy the cosy, warm 
and inviting atmosphere of my 
Wonderful Copenhagen.

CHARLOTTE, N.C. 

Prompted by the unanimously 
adverse publicity caused by 
the Doyle case (DRUM, April), 
the State Legislature, without 
publicity or debate, accepted 
modification dropping the 5 to 
60 year jail penalty for "a 
crime against" nature and in- 
stituted a system where Judges 
may set fines and imprisonment 
at their discretion. 

According to some observers, 
this change was a rather dubi- 
ous victory as it is now con- 
ceivable to give life inpris- 
onment for sodomy violations. 

Calling to mind the recent 
Ohio decision (DRUM, May) Jan- 
us Society Executive Secretary 
Clark P. Polak stated that the 
organization would seek to o- 
verthrow the new law on the 
grounds that it is vague.

NEW ORLEANS 

A total of 346 arrests were 
made by the police juvenile 
bureau during the month of A- 
pril, including 25 for homo- 
sexual offenses. 

Eight additional persons 
were arrested by vice squadmen 
posing as college students at 
the Ship Ahoy bar while inves- 
tigating complaints of homo- 
sexuality and prostitution. 

One local observer remarked: 
"Generally things cool off af- 
ter the Mardi Gras, but this 
year things are different." 

Another said: "New Orleans 
could win the cup for being 
the hottest city in the coun- 
try." 

ST. PETERSBURG 

City Council passed a reso- 
lution which "strongly condem- 
ned" the sale and display of 
homosexual and girly magazines.

Does the Federal Civil Ser- 
vice Commission have the right 
to deny employment to appli- 
cants on the basis of mere al- 
legations of "immoral conduct" 
"homosexual conduct," or "ho- 
mosexual acts"? 

A three judge court wrestled 
with this problem for precise- 
ly six months and formed the 
conclusion that such charges 
lacked sufficient specificity 
to sustain debarment or other 
disqualification from Federal 
employment. 

Chief Judge David L. Bazelon 
decreed the Government had net 
only to supply the particulars 
of the conduct involved, but 
had, also, to show how this 
conduct was relevant to the 
job in question. 

Implications 

The implications of this un- 
expected decision are several. 
While the court did not face 
the question of whether hono- 
sexuality and private sexual 
acts should properly be consi- 
dered a basis for disqualifi- 
cation from Federal employment, 
it has made very much more 
difficult the government's ef- 
fort to bar alleged homosexu- 
als from employment. Tradi- 
tionally, the government has 
played fast and loose with the 
procedural safeguards commonly 
accorded other American citi- 
zens. In the past, mere alle~ 
gations, unsubstantiated and 
undetailed, have been suffici- 
ent to both bar applicants and 
cause the discharge of employ- 
ees. 

At the outset, the govern- 
ment (DRUN, May) attempted to 
convince the court the entire 
question was improper, but the 


court explicitly disagreed and 
apparently establishes this as 
a justifiable question. This 
will make it far easier for 
future litigants to bring ca- 
ses regarding the rights of 
homosexuals. 

That at least one Judge was 
willing to raise the question 
of just what the relevance is 
of homosexuality to employment 
raises hopes that porhaps the

evolution of a more favorable 
attitude upon the part of the 
courts toward the homosexual 
citizen and his rights is con- 
ing. 

It is apparently still nec- 
essary to bring about a deci- 
sion upon the fundamental ques- 


tion of the disqualification 
of homosexuals per se from en- 
ployment. 


Supreme Court: 

The Federal government will 
probably file a notice of in- 
tent to appeal this decision 
in order to give themselves 
time to study its full impli- 
cations. They might then let 
the matter rest or ask for a 
rehearing by the Court of Ap- 
peals sitting en bank (all se- 
ven judges), or they may take 


it directly to the Supreme 
Court. 
This particular case has 


shaken the walls of the Feder- 
al Jericho and has drawn a 
broad stroke in outlining the 
right of the homosexual to be 
treated on par with all his 
fellow citizens, in fair and 
equal competition based solely 
upon questions relevant to the 
job in question. 


homophile movement

to improve the social and legal status of homosexuals and o- 
thers of deviating sexual orientations.

Each state should have at least one homophile organization 
to help coordinate legal reform and to promote human under- 
standing of homdsexuals and honosexuality.

Atlantis 

DRUM: Throughout the years, the finest artists have portray- 
ed sexual scenes and it is known that the Vatican, which has 
the largest collection of pornography in the world, has Ren- 
brandts, Michelangelos and Raphaels. We have heard a great 
deal of your Atlantis Collection. Can you describe it? 
WELTY: Not really, but I'll give you some background on it. 
As you might know, Atlantis was a fantastic, mythical con- 
tinent in the middle of the Atlantic Ocean, middle north and 
south, and middle east and west. 

The artist was the late Andrew Avinoff who, from 1926 to 
1945, was the Director of the Carnegie Museum in Pittsburgh. 
Avinoff was so fascinated with the poem The Fall of Atlantis 
by Golokhvastoff, that he offered to illustrate the epic at 
no cost. The six drawings depict great templed cities, at 
first above water and then they are finally submerged and 
the water is bubbling. A mythical face of the High Priest 
with Egyptian symbolism superimposed is the final plate in 
the series. 

It isa fantasy thing. It is difficult to tell whether 
the central character that dominates each of the drawings is 
a male or female. You see clouds as if of steam or smoke 
shrouding the figure. I can't begin to explain it, we just 
accepted it. 

Chinese 

DRUM: What about the Chinese collection? 

WELTY: They were small paintings on white silk depicting ho- 
mosexual scenes. The Chinese don't exaggerate the phallus, 
as the Japanese do, In Japanese erotica a penis may be four 
times the size of the man. Chinese homosexual boys always 
look like girls. They are equipped with the familiar male 
genitalia, but they have breasts and very girlish little 
moon faces. Usually, they are dolled up; even when they 
are naked, they have something going in their hair. 

These particular paintings showed the pre-revolutionary 
Chinese costumes which makes them older than 1912 when the 
empire was shattered. One of the scenes is a palatial house 
boat where one young man is performing fellatio on a noble- 
man. In another, the nobleman is having sodomy with the 
young boy sitting in his lap. 

Famous Japanese painters always did erotic things. Japan- 
ese girls at puberty were given hand painted scrolls by 
their mothers. Some of the scrolls are ageless and they in- 
struct the maiden on what to do to please her husband. The 
girl sleeps with this under her pillow and it never parts 
from her company until she, in turn, gives it to her daugh- 
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ter. 
Classification 

DRUM: What kind of classification system did you use in or- 

der to keep the collection sorted? 

WELTY: First there were the muscle boys, professional weight 

lifters, the bulgy muscle girls who are making up for lack 

of peter by muscle. 

DRUM: Would these be the types of photographs generally pur- 

chased through the physique photographers? 

WELTY: Those were included, but you see most of them were 

covered. The ones I'm talking about were uncovered. There 

were several shots of nationally famous muscle boys and a 

couple of movie actors. 

There were six albums containing clippings from Life Maga- 
zine and the National Geographic. 1 had been given Nation- 
al Geographics from 1911 and in those days, NG was not the 
least bit finicky depicting what they saw in native villages. 
If there was a man and a woman standing stark naked, this is 
what they showed. Now they won't even publish a picture of 
a basket, not even a bulge. I guess you could say they have 
become civilized. 

I had a New York collection from Avinoff. They were taken 
by a French nobleman and, I am told, he was called Madam Fi- 
fi. Now, I don't know if this is true or a romanticized 
story, but the wealthy Frenchman was in New York City and 
had gone to considerable trouble to obtain subjects whose 
penile dimensions were exceptional and whose talents in ev- 
ery form of sexual expression were endless. This was in two 
albums. 

Also in the New York albums, I had eight or nine pictures 
of autofellators. Kinsey said that three persons in 1,000 
had accomplished this feat and most of the others had tried. 

Sadie-Masie 

Then, of course, there were the sadie-masie things. They 
were mixed into a huge album filled with solos with erec- 
tions, solos without erections. Their genitals are tied in 
pieces of lamps, ropes, weights, burning candles and I could 
tell you more, though I suspect you would never print it. 

Thad three albums of cartoon drawings, some of them of- 
high artistic merit. Many of them of the s and m variety, 
also. Big tough types standing around with cat-o-nine tails. 
over a guy lying on the floor with welts over his body. 

You asked me earlier why I collected all of this erotica. 
I think that one impetus is that when I was a teenager, a 
very young teenager, some of the other boys had what we then 
called French postcards and I was envious of these boys who 
had these things. I couldn't find any and I didn't have any 
and I didn't know where to get any. Likely enough, when I 
grew older and found I could obtain some, I collected them 
with a vengeance. g 

Little Orphan Annie 

Other boys had the little cartoon pamphlets, those crudely 

printed things: Maggie and Jiggs Toots and Casper, Little 
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Orphan Annie (she was carrying on with Sandy there for a 
while. Maybe they got over it later.) These books were 
ragged and torn and stained and spotted. But, I didn't have 
any cartoon books either. 

By and by, a few years ago I had two cigar boxes filled 
with cartoon books that had been brought to me. I never did 
find out where to buy then. 

Anyway, I had all heterosexual photographs concentrated in 
four albums. 

There was another volume that was just clippings from old 
nudist magazines. 

There was one large album devoted to one person growing 
up--from his early adolescence to now that he is married. 
There were hundreds of photos of this one person. 

DRUM: If we can assume that you are not going to get your 
collection back and if we can assume you can keep it in one 
piece... 

WELTY: Keeping it assembled is one of my chief concerns. A 
friend of mine told me he saw an article in a Grand Rapids 
newspaper about a man who had been apprehended making a bus- 
iness selling confiscated pornography, which means he got 
the pornographic material from the police. Who else has it? 

The movies we had down here several years ago came from a 
city in the eastern part of Michigan. The man who brought 
them was a physician and his brother was a police chief in a 
city near Detroit. The movies we saw were confiscated by 
the police and were part of their files, They probably 
travelled all over Hell's half acre and back. 

DRUM: In any event, what is your wish for the disposal of 
the collection? 

WELTY: I'm not sure I would have the option to decide, but 
I will do everything I can to have it go to either the Li- 
brary of Congress' Delta Collection or the Kinsey Institute 
in Bloomington, Indiana. we
